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(57) Abstract: An elevator 
system includes a plurality of cars 
(22-30) that are capable of serving 
a plurality of floors (2-17). A 
controller (42) groups the floors 
into a plurality of sectors (SI-S4). 
The controller (42) assigns a 
particular car to a particular sector. 
The sectors include at least one 
sector that has at least one floor 
that is not contiguous with the 
other floors in that sector. 
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
